Sec. 2. Section 0104 of such code (relating to publicity 
of information required from certain exempt organizations 
and certain trusts) is hereby amended by adding at the end 
thereof the following new sentence: “This section shall not 
apply to the information required to be furnished by para- 
graph (9) or (10) of section 6033 (b).” 

Srco. 3. Section 7203 of such code (relating to willful 
failure to file return, supply information, or pay tax) is 
hereby amended by adding at the end thereof the following 
new sentence: “In the case of a willful failure to furnish the 
information required under section 6033 (b) for any year, 
in addition to any other penalty provided by law, exemption 

under section 501 (a) shall be denied for <ip-b yey L r
